Hartnell, as the crown's appeal 
against sentence of three months 
Hartnell under De- 
fence of Canada Regulations 
opened today in County Court.

W. Service, who: wrote of the 
sourdoughs of the north country 
40 years ago, expressed sorrow 
yesterday at the death of Sam 
McGee, whose name he obtained 
from a bank ledger in W ite 
horse, Y.T., and made famous in 
the legendary poem “The Crema 
tion of Sam McGee.” 

McGee, who went into the Yu 
kon in the gold rush days of '98 
and worked as a copper miner 
and at road building, died at 
Beisker, Alta. 

Service, now. residing_in Van 
couver, described how he hap- 
pened to write of -the-cremation 
of McGee “by the marge-of Lake+ 
Lebarge.” He picked up the 
“cremation” idea from a story 
that-was told at_a dinner heat: 
tended one night in Whitehorse,

Working in the Whitehorse 
bank, Service came across the 
name of Sam McGee in_ the 
ledger. It rhymed well, so he 
used it in the poem, not knowing

But he did, one year after the 
book containing the poem was 
published and McGee had become 
a legendary figure of the_north, 
forced to carry documents to 
prove his identity. 

“We met-one day in -White-} 
horse,” saidService, “McGee came 
up to me and said ‘you used my 
name in.one of your poems,” and 
looked I was em 
barrassed said “did I?” 
McGee away without 
another word 

“I regret very much 
of Sam McGee—a very 
man.”

This will comprise a corps of} 
khaki uniformed qualified women 
drivers, serving without salary

Members will be 
trained to handle trucks trans- 
porting food and comforts, as 
well as personnel, to training 
| camps in Canada, They will also} 
be trained to handle ambulances |

Those accepted for the course 
will be enrolled as probationers |
